COMPETITIVE QUALITY 


Every good gardener, whether he 
be amateur or commercial, recog- 
nizes the importance of quality in 
nursery stock. The uninformed 
homeowner soon learns by his own 
losses and failures that value in a 
plant lies in factors he cannot al- 
ways see and that price is oftener 
than not a measure of quality. 

Each season that passes sees more 
warnings in the public press against 
hit-and-run salesmen of lightning- 
rod installations, chimney-cleaning 
jobs, tree trimming and _ the like. 
Climbing prices make every buyer 
more conscious of the necessity of 
getting the most for each dollar 
spent. The emphasis is on quality. 

The everyday training in observa- 
tion and comparison by the house- 
wife in her shopping, and by the hus- 
band in his business transactions, is 
not neglected or abandoned when 
either visits a nursery or garden cen- 
ter or harkens to a landscape sales- 
man. 

The importance of word-of- 
mouth advertising is nowhere ereat- 
er than in the field of gardening. 
One homeowner compares 
with another, about the trees or 
shrubs he sets out, about the kind to 
buy, how to do it, where to buy and 
whether to hire this or that land- 
scape nurseryman or so-called land- 
scape gardener, as the case may be. 
The recommendation does not run, 
“T bought that tree from the Town 
Nursery for a dollar less than I could 
buy it at the City Garden Shop.” 
Rather it runs, “You can buy better 
stock at the Town Nursery than at 
the City Garden Shop,” or 
versa. 

Supplementing such oral adver- 
tising is keen observation. When a 
buyer sees a half-dead plant left in 
disarray out in the sun, he is not 
likely to be impressed with the quali- 
ties he cannot see in the stock of 
that sales place, whether nursery or

ACCURATE NAMES 


Not only the advertising copy. 
writers taking flyers in the nurs. 
ery business, frequently to the dis. 
pleasure of the federal trade com- 
mission, but also some retail nursery 
catalog compilers who think plants 
can be sold by flowery adjectives 
rather than on their merits, coin new 
common names, for plants that are 
more common than new, without re- 
eard for popular usage and without 
including the Latin botanical name, 

Whether such titles as “Sky-blue 
Flower” or “Snow-white Shrub,” ac- 
companied by much verbiage and 
poor pictures, sell more plants is a 
question open to argument. Perhaps 
initial mail may bring many checks 
and money orders from uninitiated 
and ignorant gardeners, but they 
only excite curiosity and resentment 
from persons who know plants and 
are interested in improving. their 
gardens. Granted that there are 
more persons in the first category 
than the latter, the gardening public 
is steadily being educated and will 
not take long to learn when it has 
been victimized. 

While at present it is only a rec- 
ommended procedure, according to 
fair trade practice standards com- 
piled with the assistance of the fed- 
eral trade commission, that a com- 
mon plant name be accompanied in 
advertising with its Latin botanical 
title, so that the buyer is left in no 
doubt what he is paying for, con- 
tinued and flagrant disregard of this 
essential dictate of good business can 
only lead to legal restrictions which 
will put the industry in the same 
category as the drug and food indus- 
tries, with their resultant problems. 

Though common names may vary 
from one locality or section of the 
country to another, there are enough 
of them acceptable for everyday 
plants to make business easier for re- 
tail nurserymen and the uninformed 
public. But common names should 
be used according to accepted usage, 
not new ones coined at will. Anyone 
having the good of the industry at 
heart, as well as the interests of the 
gardening public in mind, will fol- 
low accepted usage in the matter of 
common names and will include the 
botanical name in printed matter.

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A. A. N. President’s Address 
The Past and the Future 


By Vincent K. Bailey 


I wish to report briefly on the 
activities of the A. A, N. over the 
past year. Perhaps few nurserymen 
realize the close ties we have with 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce. Our membership in this or- 
sanization gives us the benefit of 
its reports. Our executive  vice- 
president, Richard P. White, has 
been active in this area. Charles S. 
Burr gave us a fine report of the 
group’s annual meeting and I should 
like to quote one short paragraph: 
“Representative Walter H. Judd 
(R., Minn.) spoke on ‘What You 
Can Do for America.’ He said our 
economic system was founded on a 
‘political concept—the right and im- 
portance of the individual human 
being.’ He defined our role as one of 
recapturing a faith in our faith, 
comparable to the faith the commu- 
nists have in theirs, comparable to 
the faith our forefathers had in 
theirs.”

The Sum of the Digits 


By Dr. Richard P. White 


The sum of the year’s digits is an 
approved formula for computing de- 
preciation of tangible property for 
tax purposes and may also be used 
to calculate the increasing cumula- 
tive values of tangibles. I have been 
close to many digits of our associa- 
tion existence during the past 23 
years. 

Two fingers equal two digits; 
four fingers and one thumb equal 
five digits, or one hand, which ob- 
viously can do more than any one 
of the digits separately. ‘Two hands, 
or 10 digits, are more than twice 
as able as one hand of five digits. 
Add more hands and more digits, 
and ability to perform work or serv- 
ices advances in geometric propor- 
tion.

Program Includes Talks on Nursery Operations and a Garden Center Panel

Urges Flexibility 

Mr. Siebenthaler ‘peppered his 
Presentation with anecdotes and 
quotations in stressing the impor- 
tance of flexibility in all phases of 
Operation in the industry as a whole. 
Wholesalers, he feels, need to adopt 
4 more flexible attitude toward

merchandising their products and 
stressed the importance of a brand 
name in such a_ merchandising 
scheme. 

In merchandising their product 
wholesalers should, when_ possible, 
try to create a product image pleas- 
ing to the customer. Brand name 
advertising is an area that could 
stand further investigation and eval- 
uation by wholesalers. Colorful dis- 
plays, designed to attract potential 
consumers, are still another field 
which wholesalers can profitably ex- 
plore. 

Landscapers, in his opinion, are 
beginning to realize their full po- 
tential by the development of flexi- 
bility of design, a change he thinks 
is for the better. Mr. Siebenthaler 
cited such examples as the land- 
scaping at the J. L. Hudson stores 
at Detroit, Mich., and the Lincoln 
mall area at Miami Beach, Fla. Flex- 
ibility in thinking and design, prac- 
ticed by landscapers, is essential to 
the new look; practical imagination 
should be used in designing for both 
industrial and residential properties. 

Flexibility is also appearing in the 
types and uses of equipment, he 
pointed out, especially in planting 
and maintenance equipment de- 
signed to do more than one job. He 
touched briefly on the need for flex- 
ibility in a nurseryman’s work force 
and the importance of a hard core 
of thoroughly trained _ personnel 
which can be augmented during busy 
seasons by untrained or partially 
trained help if necessary. 

Landscape Co-Operation Needed 

There is a need for closer co-op- 
eration between nurserymen, land- 
scapers and builders. Home-building 
work is a necessity for the landscap- 


ing firm which wants to maintain 
business volume and also show busi- 
ness growth. Builders, he empha- 
sized, must be educated on the im- 
portance of quality landscaping at 
both the national and local levels. 

Mr. Siebenthaler suggested join- 
ing local chapters of home builders’ 
associations and also recommended 
that nurserymen sponsor a speaker 
whose topic would be home land- 
scaping at the national home build- 
ers’ annual convention. More busi- 
ness might be obtained from home 
builders at the local level by sub- 
mitting a landscaping plan for a 
display house to show the effective- 
ness of good landscape design. Care 
should be exercised, however, in the 
selection of the builder to be dealt 
with, and two alternative landscape 
designs should be offered. 

When dealing with the individual 
customer, the landscaper must be 
willing to listen to the potential buy- 
er with an open mind and a respect 
for any suggestions or ideas which 
might be expressed. 

In discussing salesmanship and its 
extreme importance to the success- 
ful operation of a business, Mr. Sie- 
benthaler made the statement that 
an efficient sales force can be a 
firm’s best asset. Precepts of good 
salesmanship, touched on briefly, in- 
clude courtesy, enthusiasm, warmth, 
understanding, patience, sincerity, 
creative ideas and helpfulness. 

In selling nursery stock, the good 
points of plant materials should be 
emphasized, and cultural instructions 
should accompany each sale. It is 
also extremely important that any 
guarantees which apply be made 
clear to the customer at the time 
of purchase. Garden clubs are ex-

TRADE ETHICS 

The activities of the trade prac- 
tices and ethics committee during 
the 1960-61 fiscal year, reported 
Hubert Nicholson, chairman, were, 
first, keeping the federal trade com- 
mission and the fraud section of the 
Post Office Department informed of 
misleading and deceptive advertising 
as it has appeared from time to time 
and, second, an educational cam- 
paign to present the consuming pub- 
lic with a set of guides to assist 
them in evaluating the promotional 
and advertising material they re- 
ceive on nursery products. Septem- 
ber 14, 1960, Chairman Nicholson 
and former Chairman John Kelly 
and director at large Curtis and 
three Washington staff members met 
with Earl W. Kintner, chairman, 
federal trade commission, and eight 
of his staff members. They had re- 
quested the appointment to discuss 
the need for faster action by the 
federal trade commission on mislead- 
ing and deceptive advertising copy. 
The nursery industry pointed out 
that, due to the seasonal nature of 
the nursery business, the season is 
over before the FTC gets a case 
constructed and issues an order re- 
lating to it. 

Chairman Kintner pointed out the 
need for an educational program to 
enable consumers to more readily 
separate legitimate ads from decep- 
tive ones. He indicated that the FTC 
would co-operate in such a campaign 
if the A. A. N. would furnish an 
outline to assist the FTC publicity 
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nbers at the Washington con-

sociation, and secretary-treasurer, 
Charles Barr, executive secretary, 
Connecticut Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion. A moment of silence was ob- 
served in honor of Erwin Whitham, 
former secretary of the Connecticut 
and New England associations and 
the secretaries’ group, who died July 
13. It was recommended that all 
future officers of the group be elected 
for a 2-year period. 

Legal Pointers 

Opening his talk, Mr. Webster 
stated that in the past most anti- 
trust cases against trade associations 
have been in the field of price re- 
porting. However, most associations 
do not engage in this activity now. 
A trade association, he pointed out, 
can get into trouble if there is a uni- 
formity of prices among its member- 
ship.

losing its tax exemption if 50 per 
cent of its revenue comes from activi- 
ties besides dues assessment. Trade 
shows have presented a problem with 
revenue agents. After deduction of 
expenses of staging the show, a 
$1,000 exemption can be deducted. 
Any income over that is taxed at 
the regular corporate rates. Mr. 
Webster explained that each unre- 
lated activity engaged in by the 
association has a $1,000 exemption. 
He added that the association should 
not be concerned if the income from 
unrelated activities did not amount 
to more than 20 per cent of the 
association’s income. 

As long as the primary concern of 
a trade association is not legislative 
activities, Mr. Webster believes it 
will not be in danger of losing its 
exemptions. He suggested keeping 
the expense for this activity under 
5 per cent. Mr. Webster added that 
co-operative buying and selling by an 
association is frowned upon by the 
revenue department. 


Chapters and Taxes 


After a question and answer 
period, the association secretaries 
discussed various problems. Chapter 
structure was believed to stimulate 
interest in the state group, as month- 
ly meetings can be held. It was 
suggested that even small states 
could be divided into two chapters. 
It was pointed out that in California 
a minimum of 15 persons is required 
to form a chapter. 

The subject changed to taxation, 
and it was stated that favorable

Discussions on Accounting and Motivational Research Are Featured on Program 


A review of accounting procedures 
to be used in connection with cost 
analysis efforts and an introduction 
to the techniques used in motivation 
research designed to suggest new ap- 
proaches to sales promotion were 
features of the business program at 
the summer meeting of the Missouri 
State Nurserymen’s Association held 
at the University of Missouri, Co- 
lumbia, June 25 to 27. Mixers, a 
banquet and recreational activities, 
added to the speaking and discussion 
features, provided an_ interesting 
gathering for all. 

At the business meeting of the 
association just before adjournment 
June 27, officers were elected by ac- 
clamation as follows: President, Ben 
Houlihan, Houlihan Nursery Co., 
Creve Coeur; vice-president, Ralph 
Shugart, Neosho Nurseries Co., Ne- 
osho; secretary-treasurer, Willard 
Summers, University of Missouri; 
assistant secretary-treasurer, Ronald 
Taven, University of Missouri. 

Sunday evening preceding the busi- 
ness sessions, a buffet supper was 
held at the Holiday Inn. Entertain- 
ment was provided by a program of 
magic, by Dr. Milton Overholser, of 
the university medical school, and 
group singing, led by Prof. James 
Smith, of the university floriculture 
section. Next morning, the Sarcoxie 
Nurseries, Sarcoxie, sponsored a 
breakfast for the woman attendants. 

Opening the business program 
Monday morning, President Bruce 
Barrett, Blue Hills Nursery, Kansas 
City, requested Orville Moffet to re- 
port on a shade tree conference 
sponsored by the forestry depart- 
ment of the university. 

Talk on Costs 

The guest speaker for the session, 
Willard Marshall, of the Arthur 
Anderson accounting firm, Kansas 
City, then spoke on “Cost Analysis,” 
reviewing problems involved and de- 
sirable procedures. Maintaining a 
good financial structure in a_busi- 
hess, he pointed out, requires main- 
taming good records, with reports 
of what happened; analysis of what 
happened, and planning, projecting 
and forecasting for the future of the 
enterprise. 

Included in the essential data that 
should be recorded, he said, were 
4 segregation of the “odd ball’’ items,

a sharing of the operation functions 
by types, separation of costs in- 
to controllable and noncontrollable 
items and a breakdown of results 
by area of responsibility. This infor- 
mation should reach management 
on a timely basis. 

Important in an analysis of a 
business, also, is an evaluation of 
management’s handling of such 
problems as competition, salesmen’s 
quotas, consumer acceptance, sales 
estimates, manufacturing costs, pro- 
duction costs, raw materials, labor 
efficiency and inventory build-up. 
The financial aspects to be consid- 
ered are the over-all planning, work- 
ing capital, budgeting, accounting 
and taxes. 


Recommendations 


Roy Wilhelmsen, another member 
of the Anderson firm staff, then led 
a lively discussion on the subject of 
costs and related problems in the 
industry. He cited, as three generally 
existing problems in the industry, 
prices, cost control and accounting. 
Knowledge of costs, he emphasized, 
must be had in order to determine 
and maintain a profit margin. Nurs- 
erymen, he said, often try to operate 
on a basis of 1950 costs rather than 
those of 1960. 

Nurserymen were urged to extend 
their interests in three basic areas. 
The first of these mentioned was 
acquiring additional information in 
the fields of accounting, business 


management and salesmanship. Sec- 
ond, it was said, greater effort must 
be made to educate the public in 
the value of purchasing from a nurs- 
ery rather than a chain store and in 
explaining the reasonableness of the 
nursery’s prices. Finally, the speaker 
remarked, it is essential to develop 
a price structure that provides an 
adequate profit. 

On the program following the 
Monday luncheon, Dr. C. B. Ratch- 
ford, dean of the Missouri agricul- 
tural extension service, spoke on the 
importance of the nursery industry 
to Missouri and to the country as a 
whole. 

Rural Market Described 

True D. Morse, former Under- 
secretary of Agriculture, then talked 
on “The Nurserymen’s Stake in the 
New Rural America.” Business may 
have more than 80,000,000 more 
persons to serve in just 20 years, he 
stated, and this could mean a dou- 
bling of potential customers for 
nurserymen in 40 years. 

Small farms and other rural areas 
are a big and growing market, for 
nurserymen as well as other business- 
men. Millions of Americans live on 
small farms, and there is a growing 
number of suburban and rural farm- 
ers. Often this market is overlooked 
and is frequently underestimated. 
Diversified income is replacing what 
was once strictly farming income in 
many areas. With a higher level of

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Plants,’ by urging the growers to 
keep good records and check them 
often to see how the operation can 
be improved. One should strive at all 
times for quality, he said. There js 
no better advertising than to give 
the customer good quality. 

The best time to plant is right 
after the previous season is complet. 
ed, starting with good seeds in a 
well-aerated medium — peat moss 
and sand—with the temperature 
held between 65 and 75 degrees 
Fahrenheit. He advised planting 
small seeds in indentations in the 
medium and not covering them, 
Larger seeds can be covered lightly, 
An intermittent mist system is ideal, 
Humidity and temperatures should 
be kept high during the germina- 
tion period, but subsequently the 
plants should be moved to a cool, 
sunny spot. 

They should be _ transplanted 
when the first true leaves have de- 
veloped, with ample room allowed 
for growth. Once they are estab- 
lished, the plants should be grown 
at 50 degrees, fertilized frequently 
but lightly and then hardened at 40 
to 50 degrees before being sold. 
Cleanliness is the best preventive 
for damping-off. All tools as well 
as the medium should be sterilized. 
If damping-off once starts, a good 
fungicide may be employed. 


Merchandising 


“Merchandising is the force that 
stimulates the profitable movement 
of merchandise into the hands of the 
consumer,” said the final speaker, 
Robert Callaway, whose topic was 
“Merchandising in a Free Enter- 
prise System.” 

“Follow the leading garden maga- 
zines to see what the public wants,” 
he said. “Plan a long-range pro- 
gram and be creative. Be truthful, 
not only in what you say about your 
product but in the merchandise it- 
self: Get the best you can from the 
wholesaler and give the customer the 
best for the money.” 

He suggested that newspaper ad- 
vertising is the best buy, but, no 
matter what the medium, advertis- 
ing should be continual and should 
follow a theme. It is better to run 
small ads often than large ones occa- 
sionally. Decide on an image and 
project that image in your ads. Do 
not become tired of your own ads; 
remember, you are the only one 
who sees them all.”

Sorting the Woody Or

The willows are a large, mixed-up 
group of trees, shrubs and even 
ground covers, that have ben diffi- 
cult to identify ever since the days 
of Linnaeus. The sexes are separate, 
which does not help identification 
matters; the wood is brittle and 
cracks easily, and the plants are sus- 
ceptible to attacks, often severe, from 
several disease and insect pests. 

However, willows are valued be- 
cause they are the most graceful of 
pendulous-branched trees. A few of 
the shrubby types are planted for 
ornamental purposes because of their 
early spring catkins. One or two 
have colored twigs that are of orna- 
mental interest, especially during the 
winter, if the plants have been grown 
well. Some are mere ground covers, 
hardy far up north into zone 1, but 
of little interest except in rockeries 
or poor soil in the northern parts of 
the United States and Canada. Fi- 
nally, some are noted for their ability 
to grow in wet soil, but one should 
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ive been so used 
or centuries. Their principal

not replaced. This is regrettable, but 
is just what happened. Now a gradu- 
ate student is working on the group 
at Harvard, and because of his work, 
it is hoped that the arboretum’s col- 
lection will eventually be rejuve- 
nated. 


Babylon Willow 


Something must be said about the 
weeping willows, which are consider- 
ably mixed up in the trade. Actually, 
there are at least six willows that can 
be considered “weepers,” and of 
these the most commonly talked 
about is the Babylon weeping willow, 
Salix babylonica. This willow is 
hardy only in about the lower third 
of the United States; so nurserymen 
who list it in the north might well 
take a closer look at the trees they 
are growing under that name. 

About 12 years ago, I had occasion 
to make a study of this group of 
trees, asking for specimens of sev- 
eral weeping willows from about 20 
of the leading nurserymen in the 
United States. At least a third of the 
specimens we received at that time 
later proved to be misnamed. (All 
these plants were grown several 
years and their characteristics closely 
studied). 

The hardiest of the weeping wil- 
low group is the golden weeping

willow, S. alba tristis, now often in- 
correctly listed as S. vitellina pen- 
dula. Of those remaining, one is a 
native of China and probably not 
much distributed in this country, 
S. matsudana pendula, and the other 
three are hybrids, each having S. 
babylonica as one of its parents. It 
is this affinity which causes the con- 
fusion in identification. 

The least pendulous of these three 
S. babylonica hybrids is S. sepul- 
cralis, formerly incorrectly listed as 
S. salamoni. Because it is none too 
pendulous, it is not in the following 
recommended list. Some nurserymen 
are still growing it under the name 
of Solomon weeping willow. The 
Thurlow weeping willow, S. elegan- 
tissima, and the Wisconsin weeping 
willow, S. blanda, are both grown 
and recommended, but the latter is 
probably the less desirable, since, in 
mature specimens, its branchlets are 
not so long as those of the Thurlow 
Weeping willow. 


Most Pendulous 


The three most pendulous are S. 
babylonica, §. alba  tristis and 
S. elegantissima, and these can be 
easily distinguished, one from the 
other, with the following simple key. 
Salix matsudana pendula is probably 
not grown much in America, and 
S. sepulcralis, as noted, is the least 


pendulous. The Wisconsin weeping 
willow, S. blanda, is a popular one, 
because of its good growth and lus- 
trous leaves, even though its branch- 
lets are not so long as those of the 
Thurlow weeping willow. 

To assist growers in the identifica- 
tion of the four weeping willows that 
are in the trade, the following key 
is offered, although like other keys 
dealing only in visible vegetative

S elegantissima 
There are three of the willows 
being grown primarily for their male 
flowers, namely, S. discolor, S. cap- 
rea and S. gracilistyla. The first is a 
native of swampy lands in the east- 
ern United States and will grow up 
to 20 feet tall. The second, often 
called French pussy willow, is the 
one which responds so well to heavy 
pruning, i.e., it will grow vigorously 
if well fertilized and produce long 
spikes of catkins of great use in the 
florists’ trade at Easter time. The 
third is the smallest, 6 to 10 feet, and 
perhaps the prettiest in flower be- 
cause the male catkins have a de- 
cidedly pinkish tinge which, when 
combined with the bright yellow sta- 
mens, makes quite a picture. The 
male catkins of all three species are

As with all other willows, 
the wood is brittle and breaks easily 
in snow or ice storms; hence it should 
be kept well pruned at all times. If 
the tree is fertilized properly, good 
growth will result in long pendulous 
shoots of the most desirable type.

BUILD JAPANESE GARDEN 


Completion of an authentic Japa- 
nese garden adjoining their Des 
Moines Way Nursery, Seattle, 
Wash., marks the end of a long- 
dreamed-of project for Harold and 
Ben Seike, proprietors of the nursery, 
according to a recent illustrated fea- 
ture in the Seattle Post Intelligencer. 
Their parents brought up the two 
brothers in the nursery business, and 
it was with many plants that the 
senior Seike had accumulated that 
this quarter-acre garden has been 
planted. Specimens among these are 
50 or more years old, many of them 
imported and representing years of 
careful training and pruning. Pines, 
junipers, spruce, rhododendrons, aza- 
leas and weeping cut-leaved maple 
are included. 

In charge of the design and con- 
struction of the garden was Shintaro 
Okada, whom the Seikes brought 
from Hiroshima, Japan, last Decem- 
ber. Altogether, the garden simu- 
lates a “mountain” and a cascade 
falling into a peaceful pond, with 
footbridges of varied types, stone 
lanterns and symbolic stones and 
figures. A well on the _ property 


supplies the water. 

When the garden was first opened 
last June, a fee was charged for 
visitors, all proceeds going to 4 
children’s orthopedic hospital. Al- 
though built for the Seikes’s own 
pleasure, the garden is open free.

Marketing and promotion topics 
were emphasized in the short course 
program presented June 15 and 16 
for Florida nurserymen and growers 
at the University of Florida, Gaines- 
ville. Trade members attending the 
course, approximately 140 of them, 
were also given a report on the ac- 
complishments of the Florida Nurs- 
erymen and Growers Association 
since its founding and an opportu- 
nity to view current research proj- 
ects at the university. 

Tour of Research Projects 

The research tour, the first pro- 
gramed event of the course, was con- 
ducted by members of the univer- 
sity’s department of horticulture. 
Dr. Sam McFadden, assistant horti- 
culturist, explained the work being 
done on rose production from vari- 
ous types of rootstock, nematode 
control in roses and the grafting of 
roses. 

On the field trip the group also 
noted results of hibiscus and mallow 
breeding and the effect of cobalt 
irradiation on different varieties of 
woody plants. Dwarf, native and in- 
troduced woody plants being tested 
for adaptability to Florida were 
viewed also, all of these projects be- 
ing under the direction of Dr. Mc- 
Fadden. 

Ralph Dickey, horticulturist, dis- 
cussed the research work that he is 
conducting on woody plants, includ- 
ing nutrition studies with camellias 
and studies on the time and rate of 
watering of container-grown stock; 
time of pruning and pinching of aza- 
leas as affecting flowering, and the 
effect on the growth of nursery stock 
of various lengths of time in differ- 
ent-size containers. 

Dr. T. J. Sheehan, assistant hor- 
ticulturist, discussed the research 
work that he is conducting, includ- 
ing the testing of various plastics for 
use on temporary greenhouses under 
Florida conditions; the testing of 
Japanese chrysanthemums for Flor- 
ida conditions; the effect of type of 
bark, media and fertilizer on the 
growth of three types of orchids, and 
the effects of irradiation with cobalt- 
60 on lily seeds. 

James Taylor, assistant ornamen- 
tal horticulturist, discussed the test- 
ing of several new herbicides in

Because of the efforts of associa- 
tion members, the Florida legislature 
appropriated sufficient funds to en- 
gage some of the nation’s foremost 
ornamental horticulture — research 
workers. Meetings with municipal 
leaders brought about sales tax con- 
cessions in recognition of the nurs- 
ery trade’s agricultural character, 
and the association is continuing its 
fight, at the state and national level, 
to substantiate the industry's claim 
to this agricultural status. 

In the field of public relations, 
the F. N. G. A. carries on a state- 
wide program of institutional adver- 
tising and recently gained wider 
prestige by exhibiting in the national 
capital flower and garden show at 
Washington, D. C., and by accepting 
the Columbia Broadcasting System’s 
invitation to decorate and _partici- 
pate in the nationally televised Ar- 
thur Godfrey show for a_ 5-day 
period. To check influences destruc- 
tive to this carefully built prestige, 
efforts are made within the associa- 
tion itself, through education and 
membership pressure, to keep the 
standards of member firms high. 

Mr. Griffin concluded by mention- 
ing several new programs initiated 
by the F. N. G. A., including a 
workmen’s compensation self-insur- 
er’s fund and a disability program, 
which offer members the advantages 
of reduced premiums; a credit-re- 
porting service, and a_ collection 
service. 

Changes Due in Trade 


Dr. Max Brunk, marketing con- 
sultant and professor of marketing, 
Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y., in 
his address entitled “Nurserymen 
Must Face the Music,” asserted that 
nurserymen must make some dras- 
tic changes in their attitudes and 
methods if they are to face the beau- 
tiful music of opportunity. :

more than with the nursery inspec.

states. I feel that we as an industry 
need greatly the help of these regu. 
latory officials in this day of increas. 
ing numbers of pests. We should 
offer our complete co-operation to 
these men. The conference not only 
provided the opportunity for indus. 
try representatives to meet regula- 
tory officials for states other than 
their own, but it provided the op. 
portunity for the individual regula- 
tory official to meet in person for 
the first time his counterpart from 
other sections of the country. Such 
conferences are valuable in ac- 
quainting new people with basic 
understanding of common problems 
reached during the years. One of the 
thoughts expressed by both groups 
was the desirability of increasing 
the uniformity of controls for inter- 
state shipments, where practical. I 
am sure everyone went away with a 
better understanding of the over-all 
problems of the other group. 

Second, a legislative conference 
was held at Chicago December 12 
and 13. This meeting was called pri- 
marily to acquaint officers of state 
associations with the legislative prob- 
lems coming before their respective 
groups and then to discuss the best 
means of approach. We cannot ig- 
nore the importance of this field of 
activity, and it is felt that the state 
groups should not only passively ap- 
prove good legislative proposals, but 
get out and help enact them into 
law: likewise, we should be on the 
alert for bad or harmful proposals. 
This is an area where concerted ac- 
tion is so effective. The state off- 
cials were told of the importance of 
keeping their members appraised of 
proposed legislation before it is too 
late. 

View of the Future 


So much for the past. What is in 
store for us in the future? The 
economy of our nation is sound in 
spite of sensational stories to the 
contrary. We are in an expanding 
economy, and in my opinion the 
nurseryman is in a position to take 
advantage of this growth. If we just 
study the population growth figures 
of the experts, we can see many Op- 
portunities for the expansion of our 
business.

ROOT PRUNING 


The root pruning of plants is one 
of the basic operations that give the 
nursery an essential role in orna- 
mental horticulture. If the benefits 
of root pruning were not so vital, 
plants could be transplanted easily 
from the wilds. Yet it seems certain 
that nurserymen do not understand 
root pruning fully in all its phases, 
and it is decidedly evident that most 
customers do not understand the 
process at all. I know there are 
questions that I should like answered 
for myself. 

Customers, when they think of 
root pruning, do not think at all of 
transplanting in the nursery: They 
think that it is done for convenience 
in growing and selling. They think 
of root pruning in terms of cutting 
the roots of some large tree or ever- 
green that they want transplanted 
on their grounds or from nearby 
woodland. When I mention root 
pruning to my customers, they think 
in terms of cutting the roots with a 
spade, then two or three months 
later actually transplanting the tree. 


Not a Simple Operation 


As a matter of fact, root pruning 
is a fairly intricate and somewhat 
risky operation. For it to do any 
good, the tree should be left in its 
original location one full growing 
season before transplanting, prefer- 
ably two. The best way to root-prune 
a tree that is difficult to transplant 
is to cut the roots along alternate 
arcs around the tree in successive 
years. 

For the best results, root pruning 
should be done as close as possible 
to the trunk, so that when a ball of 
normal size is dug during transplant- 
ing, the additional footage will en- 
compass the fibrous roots that the 
pruning has encouraged. Perhaps 
the best root-pruning job of all is 
done by trenching around the tree, 
then backfilling with topsoil, humus 
and fertilizer. If the tree is the type 
that has a taproot, one should tunnel 
under the ball to cut it. 

All trees that have never been 
transplanted do not necessarily have 
to be root-pruned before moving, 
even though they are larger speci- 
mens. This is certainly true of the 
red cedar, American elm, red and

Sometimes this occurs in very light 
sandy soil, but even then the number 
of such plants may be extremely low 
or even restricted to an isolated 
specimen. Soil type probably has 
something to do with the formation 
of fibrons, however, as do humus 
content and water table. 

There are two trees that offer 
transplanting difficulties seemingly 
unrelated to root pruning. They are 
dogwood and American holly. Dog. 
woods transplanted two and three 
times too often become casualties 
when sold to customers; yet on one 
occasion I went into the woods, dug 
up and lined out about 200 dog. 
woods without losing any. Large 
specimens are often dug from. the 
the wilds with annoying success. 

The fleshy root of the American 
holly is not unlike that of the dog. 
wood, and this species, too, fre- 
quently responds perversely. Small 
nursery plants often cause trouble, 
while wild plants grubbed out of a 
fence row by a careless gardener are 
likely to grow with ease. I have 
moved large American _hollies — 
specimens that have either never 
been moved or not moved for 20 
years—with considerable success.

Fertilization 


Fertilization is important in main- 
taining a healthy green turf that will 
withstand use. The rate and time of 
fertilization are influenced by the 
kind of plant, the soil and the use 
made of the area. The fertilization 
of a lawn differs considerably from 
that of a putting green. 

The basic fertilizer for grass plants 
is nitrogen. Nitrogen should be ap- 
plied when growth of grass is first 
initiated in the spring and at the rate 
of one pound of elemental (avail- 
able) nitrogen to 1,000 square feet 
of turf area. Repeat applications 
should be made every two to four 
weeks during the growing season, 
depending on the use and kind of 
grass. The quantity of fertilizer that 
will yield one pound of available 
nitrogen can be determined by this 
formula: 100 -—- “N in the fertilizer 

pounds of fertilizer to 1,000 
square feet of turf. 

Phosphorus should be applied at 
the rate of one pound of P.O; to 
1,000 square feet of turf once a year, 
either in the fall or spring. Fall ap- 
plication is preferred, since it helps 
develop a good root reserve for the 
early winter and early spring 
growth. Potassium may be applied 
at the rate of one pound of K2O to 
1,000 square feet of area. Most of 
the sandy soils should have at least 
one application of potassium applied 
in the spring. 


Iron Deficiency Common 


Iron is the element most common- 
ly deficient in grass in New Mexico. 
This deficiency may be corrected by 
using a spray of iron sulphate (cop- 
peras) and citric acid, each at the 
rate of four ounces, plus a sticker.

enough, when properly applied, to 
cover one acre of turf. 

Mowing is important to maintain 
a persiste ntly dense turf. Bunch- type 
grasses, such as tall fescues and rye. 
grass, should never be cut shorter 
than two inches. Rhizomatous types, 
such as Kentucky bluegrass and 
creeping red fescue, should be main. 
tained between one and one-half to 
two inches. Stoloniferous grasses. 
such as bent, Bermuda and zoysia, 
may be cut to one inch or less. Fre. 
quency of mowing depends on the 
amount of growth. At no time should 
mowing remove more than one. 
third of the total leaf area. 

In watering, at least enough 
should be supplied to moisten the 
soil to a depth of six inches. Except 
in special cases, most grass areas do 
not require watering more often 
than once every seven to 10 days. 
Insects and diseases were not dis- 
cussed, but reference was made to 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture home and garden bulle- 
tins Nos. 53 and 61. 

Nursery operations, with special 
reference to risks, records and re- 
turns, were discussed by Doug Bry- 
ant, extension horticulturist. He em- 
phasized that managers must beware 
of overextending credit and of doing 
the work of their employees rather 
than attending to the over-all man- 
agement of the business. Inventory 
records should be used as a guide to 
prevent overstocking or understock- 
ing. Transportation and overhead 
expenses should be considered part 
of the cost of stock, and_ prices 
should be set that will bring a profit 
in addition to covering these ex- 
penses. 

Systemics 


Systemic insecticides, according to 
John Durkin, extension entomolo- 
gist, New Mexico State University, 
are toxic chemicals which, when ap- 
plied to roots, stems or leaves o 
plants, are rapidly absorbed and 
translocated through the _ plants, 
where they are toxic to the pests 
that feed on new growth. They are 
effective in controlling several suck- 
ing insects and a few chewing in- 
sects. 

The majority of the practical sys- 
temics in use today are organic phos- 
phorus compounds, which are relat- 
ed to such nonsystemic insecticides 
as Malathion and parathion. In the 
United States there are seven Ot- 
ganic systemics in current use. The 
oldest is OMPA, or schradan, 4 
British product that has not found 
wide acceptance in the United

States. It is used to some extent in 
the control of aphis and mites in the 
greenhouse; usually Aramite, Kel- 
thane or Tedion is added to give 
more effective control. It is also used 
for control of aphis on walnuts. 
Systox is most extensively used in 
this country. It has been used since 
1950 to control aphis, spider mites, 
some leaf hoppers and the unspot- 
ted tentiform leaf miner on orna- 
mentals. Although effectively ap- 
plied to the soil as granules or as a 
drench, it is usually applied as a 
cover spray. Systox kills by contact 
and fumigation when applied as a 
spray. It is readily absorbed into the 
plant and remains toxic to insects 
lor several days to several weeks. 
Phosdrin is a short-lived systemic 
with an effective span of one to 
three days. Although used on orna- 
mentals, it is most commonly ap- 
plied to leafy vegetables to control 
sucking and chewing insects. It is 
extremely toxic to man, a fact which 
has restricted its use in greenhouses. 
Phorate, which has been sold un- 
der the trade name Thimet for the 
past six or seven years, is used al- 
most entirely as a seed and _ soil 
treatment. The germinating seed, as 
well as roots, readily take up phor- 
ate, and it is effective against many

and chewing insects for as 
long as eight weeks. It is widely 
used in nurseries to control aphis, 
mites and leaf hoppers. Tulip and 
lily bulbs dusted with phorate have 
produced plants that were toxic to 
aphis for several weeks. 

Di-Syston is primarily used as a 
soil and seed treatment. It has a 
broad sucking insect killing spec- 
trum. Di-Syston is most effective 
when applied just before, or during, 
a vigorous growth period. It will 
control aphis and mites for long 
periods of time. 

Phosphamidon, a new systemic 
labeled Dimoeron by its manufac- 
turer, is showing great promise for 
several sucking and chewing insects 
and is under test as a soil and seed 


sucking 


treatment. Dimethoate is also a rela- 
tively new compound in the field of 
plant systemics. First used on ani- 
mals, it is showing promise as a low- 
toxicity plant systemic. If research 
proves it to be effective enough 
against a variety of pests, it may be 
widely used because of its low tox- 
icity to man. 


Advantages and Disadvantages 


The advantage of the systemics is 
that their effectiveness is not “weath- 
ered off.” They are not harmful to 
beneficial insects, and the new 
growth of plants is constantly pro- 
tected. With the development of

Winter Damage Reported 


Summarizing winter damage _ re- 
ports from members, Mr. Griffin re- 
vealed that losses in stock growing 
in nurseries last winter was heavi- 
est in taxus and rhododendrons. 
Ligustrum and azaleas were less 
affected, and occasional losses were 
reported in junipers and dogwoods. 

The taxus mortality was attribut- 
ed to extreme cold, reflection of sun- 
light from the snow and unusually 
heavy mouse and rabbit injury due 
to heavy snows that covered normal 
food sources. Flower bud damage 
was common on dogwood and some 
broad-leaved evergreens. A _ late 
spring frost May 31 injured the new 
growth on taxus in many nurseries. 

It was announced that Norman 
Leghorn had resigned from the 
C. N. A. executive and legislative 
committee, inasmuch as he is no 
longer with Leghorn’s Evergreen 
Nursery Co., Cromwell.

Dracocephalum Stewartianum 


It has taken Dracocephalum stew- 
artianum a long time to reach the 
trade since it received an award of 
merit at Westminster in 1939, and 
even now it is rarely available. I 
had a few seeds of it in 1942, but the 
resulting plants only survived the 
summer of 1943. They disappeared 
during the following winter, pre- 
sumably because of lack of hardiness. 
I learned in that summer, however, 
that it would make a worthy addi- 
tion to any garden where summer 
flowers are cherished. 

My notes do not say how tall the 
plant grew in my trials, but I do find 
reference to “long, strong stems” in 
a cut flower state. As I remember it 
now, the plant grew around 30 
inches tall, with many whorls of 
large (large for a dragonhead), 
rosy-blue, labiate flowers, over a 
long period in summer. I do remem- 
ber that it was planted in a sunny 
situation, where it seemed to be at 
home. 


Roscoea Cautleoides

I must tell a Illinois 
reader that cautleoides 
would surely not be hardy in the 
open in his climate; in fact, I should 
not expect it to be hardy outside 
the Gulf states, though that is only 
a guess. I do not now remember 
having seen it in the north except 
under glass. 

R. cautleoides grows from a fleshy, 
tuberous root to the height of a foot, 
with pale yellow, orchidlike (it be- 
longs to the zingiberaceae family) 
flowers, in terminal spikes, in sum- 
mer. It is said to require a sandy 
soil, with leaf mold, and to grow best 
in about half-shade. The experts say 
that it grows quite easily from seeds 
planted indoors in late winter or in 
a frame in early spring; it could also 
be grown from divisions of the 
tuberous roots, presumably while the 
plants are dormant. 

Lime

It must be disconcerting to 
the proponents of the lavish use of 
lime to see the luxurious growth of a 
red pine among cedars and their 
alkaline soil, while other fine speci- 
mens of the pine are growing within 
a mile in the highly acid soil of a 
hemlock plantation. 

This does not necessarily mean 
that lime has no place in horticul- 
tural practices. It does mean, 
though, in my opinion, that one 
should know what he is doing and 
know positively what the results 
will be, before liming is started. 
There are several factors, such as 
the present state of acidity or alka- 
linity and humus content which 
should be determined before intelli-

Unusual Bulbs for Winter Flowering 


A Maryland reader who operates 
a cool greenhouse, principally for 
propagating purposes, thinks he can 
make a litte money from unusual 
bulbs forced for winter and early 
spring sales and asks for comments 
on a few desirable kinds.

I shall commence with the ixias 
and say that all of them that I have 
grown are interesting and some are 
really beautiful. They are quite easy 
to handle if ordinary precautions 
are taken to see that they are kept 
on the dry side until top growth has 
started and to grow them cool at all 
times. These observations apply par- 
ticularly to pot culture, in which 
there is so much interest at pres- 
ent. 

Coldframe culture is practical for 
the amateur, and outdoor growing 
will be found satisfactory in all ex- 
cept the coldest parts of the coun- 
try. The last-named method calls 
for deep planting (four inches) and 


heavy mulching (six inches) of 
leaves as soon as the bulbs are 
planted in November. 

To complete the ixia subject, I can 
say that the bulbs should be planted 
in September or October, about five 
to a 6-inch pot, and covered about 
an inch deep. The pots should be 
placed in a root cellar to retard top 
growth until root growth is sufficient 
to carry the bulbs through a vig- 
orous blooming period. They may be 
brought into the light and a cool 
temperature (50 to 55 degrees 
Fahrenheit) when top growth de- 
mands. Always grow them cool (not 
over 55 degrees F.).

be the named variety mentioned 
above, Rector of Cawston, with its 
red, greenish-yellow and_ green, 
cigarlike flowers in racemes on 6- 
inch stems. From there one could go 
on to L. pendula superba, with 
sreen and purple-tipped, coral-red 
cylinders. If sales justify further ex- 
cursions among lachenalias, there is 
a rich field to be explored among 
the species which are available in 
European lists. 

I have not gone far into the fas- 
cinating subject of unusual bulbs for 
pot culture, but I hope that what 
has been said will lead the inquirer 
and others to further exploration. 
The field is large. 

Campanula Lactiflora 


A question about Campanula cel- 
tidifolia brought up the old ques- 
tion of the relationship between it 
and C. lactiflora. It may be true, as 
modern botanists say, that they are 
one and the same, but there is so 
much variation in the material em- 
braced by the name that the garden- 
er who does not reach the bottom of 
the pile is going to miss some good 
bellflowers. While going through my 
file on celtidifolia, I came upon a 
note written 20 years ago and appar- 
ently never used which I think 
might prove useful now. 

The “Cyclopedia of Horticulture,” 
in disposing of the name, Campanula 
celtidifolia, has this to say: “C. cel- 
tidifolia, Boiss., referred to the above 
(the author was discussing C. lacti- 
flora), may be a strongly marked 
variety.” There seem to be some 
differences of opinion among the 
systematists, however, for I find 
some European botanists accepting 
celtidifolia as a valid name. Without 
getting into an argument over the 
matter, I might say that these differ- 
ences of opinion mean little to the 
nurseryman, because he is interested 
in plants rather than names and he 
is ready to accept anything with 
beauty regardless of name. It is, 
therefore, of interest to the plant 
grower that within the confines of 
this lactiflora-celtidifolia tangle will 
be found some of the best garden 
and cut flower bellflowers in the en- 
tire family. 

It will consist of sturdy plants, 
two to five feet tall (perhaps taller 
In some forms, if they are given a 
rich diet), with flower spikes as 
much as two feet in length in the 
better forms. These giant forms do 
hot appear to have been segregated 
from the run-of-mine mixture which

It may be mentioned in 
passing that the flower color varies 
from white and milk white through 
myriad shades of blue to violet 
purple. 

It should be remembered _ that 
none of this group of bellflowers 
shows its true worth until it is thor- 
oughly established, which is _ not 
often before the third year. They 
must have a fertile soil and some 
attention as to their moisture needs 
if the stately growth mentioned in 
the foregoing is to materialize.

buyers’ motivation are extensive, 
the speaker noted. The basic tool is 
the interview, since this is the tech- 
nique most useful in discovering 
needed information. Direct ques- 
tions are usually held to a minimum. 
Generally the consumer is encour- 
aged to talk about his experience 
with the product, what he thinks 
about it, what he thinks others think 
about the product, his earliest mem- 
ories about the product and so forth. 

The group interview is also used, 
since people in groups are often less 
inhibited about expressing — their 
complaints and observations. A 
number of selected consumers are

encouraged to talk about the prod- 
uct being studied. This plan may 
involve the word association tech- 
nique, which gives indication of 
pleasant and unpleasant product 
connotations. Similar to the word 
association technique is that of sen- 
tence completion, which will show 
attitude toward a product or idea. 
Another technique, called role lay- 
ing, involves asking people to de- 
scribe what sort of person would use 
a certain product. 


Aid, Do Not Confuse

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Western Arborists Weigh 
Problems with 


Tree Training, Selection and M: 
By Brian R. Fe 


Training young trees for street 
plantings, selection and maintenance 
problems under west coast condi- 
tions and the development of a new 
index to tree vigor were among the 
aspects of “The Tree and the Me- 
tropolis” brought out at the conven- 
tion of the Western chapter, Na- 
tional Shade Tree Conference. 


New Officers 


Held June 20 to 23 at the Univer- 
sity of British Columbia, Vancouver, 
B. C., Canada, the convention also 
saw the election of new officers for 
the chapter, Leslie Mayne, Mayne 
Tree Expert Co., San Mateo, Calif., 
being named president. Other offi- 
cers for the coming year are Ken- 
neth Hadland, superintendent of 
parks, Las Vegas, Nev., vice-presi- 
dent; C. E. Lee, Southern California 
Edison Co., Los Angeles, Calif., sec- 
retary-treasurer, and Millard F.

Successful street plantings depend 
on proper nursery training of 
the young trees as well as on cor- 
rect maintenance practices, stated 
Dwight Long, park and street tree 
foreman, Modesto, Calif. Using pic- 
tures to illustrate his address, “De- 
veloping and Maintaining Street 
Trees,’ Mr. Long pointed out that 
multiple limbs growing from one 
area cause the mature central leader 
to die out. Limbs should be well 
spaced at different heights, and low- 
er limbs should be left on a young 
tree so that it will develop a tapered 
trunk. 

Supporting stakes should be tall, 
and the tree should be anchored to 
them in such a way that it leans 
slightly into the prevailing wind. 
Plants grown in containers can de- 
velop a circular root growth that 
will in time kill the tree. He suggest- 
ed the use of bottomless containers, 
which allow a fibrous root system to 
develop. 

Maintenance Aids 


In his work at Modesto, he has

Combating the Wind 


More specific difficulties —- wind 
problems and preserving existing 
native conifers in urban development 

were discussed by Roy Hudson, 
assistant superintendent, recreation 
and park department, San Francisco, 
Calif., and Dr. Philip G. Haddock, 
University of British Columbia. 

Along the beach end of Golden 
Gate park at San Francisco, accord- 
ing to Mr. Hudson, there is an ex- 
tensive planting of dead-looking 
cypress which is carefully preserved 
—certainly not for its ornamental 
value but because it is functionally 
vital. It protects the whole west end 
of the park from the worst enemy of 
San Francisco plantings—the pre- 
vailing westerly wind.

The soil 
near trees to remain on the site 
should neither be cultivated nor com- 
pacted. 

Even so, he noted, survival js 
doubtful when the forest canopy is 
removed and formerly shaded speci- 
mens are left exposed to full sun and 
wind. Efforts at preservation are 
more likely to be successful if they 
are directed toward groups of exist- 
ing trees rather than single speci- 
mens. 

In view of the obstacles to salvag. 
ing naturally grown forest trees, Dr, 
Haddock suggested that the drastic 
alternative of complete site clearing 
and replanting may be the most 
economical and efficient treatment. 
For re-establishment of native coni- 
fers under such conditions, he recom. 
mended Douglas fir, western white 
pine and shore pine as being among 
the best adapted forest species for 
landscape plantings in the open. 

Tree Vigor Index 


A new physiological index to tree 
vigor, which may be used as a meas- 
ure of a tree’s growth reaction, its 
resistance to disease and pest attack 
and the ability of cuttings to initiate 
roots, was explained by Dr. John 
Bier, department of biology and 
botany, University of British Colum- 
bia. 

Dr. Bier described his many ex- 
periments, which indicated that the 
vigor of a tree varies directly with 
the moisture content of its living 
cells. These results led to his theory 
that cell moisture content, expressed 
as a turgor level, can be used as an 
index of a tree’s degree of vigor, a 
low turgor level indicating that 
growth is being affected by some 
adverse factor of soil or climate. 

Dr. Bier tests 1 or 2-year-old 
bark, taken during the dormant sea- 
son, to determine the turgor level. 
He pointed out that soil moisture is 
the most important factor in cell 
moisture and that maintenance of a 
high turgor level in trees and cut- 
ting stock is important as a cultural 
method for prevention of disease and 
maintenance of good growth. 

Dr. L. C. Chadwick, department 
of horticulture, Ohio State Univer- 
sity, Columbus, drew attention to the 
many ways in which trees benefit a 
community. They enhance a town’s 
beauty and its appeal to visitors: 
they increase property values, and 
they help to control wind, heat, 
glare and noise. 

He suggested that the value of a 
community’s trees be determined and 
included in budget requests for mu- 
nicipal tree care and planting. In

Trees in Planting Designs 


“The Architectural Aspects of 
Shade Trees’—their use to enclose 
space in living walls and canopies— 
was discussed by Dr. Donald Mar- 
tel, Oregon State University, Corval- 
lis. He recommended that plantings 
along city streets be varied in design 
and materials to complement the 
varying architecture of the buildings. 

Another departure from conven- 
tional street planting was advocated 
by Clive L. Justice, landscape archi- 
tect, Vancouver, who suggested that 
each block or group of blocks 
viewed as a unit should have its own 
distinct design. 

The general theme of the meeting, 
“The Tree and the Metropolis,” was 
also the subject of a panel discussion 
moderated by landscape architect 
Philip Tattersfield. Mr. Justice and 
W. H. Warren were joined on the 
panel by J. Wood, a landscape archi- 
tect, and H. M. Eddie, H. M. Eddie 
& Sons, Ltd., Vancouver, director of 
the Canadian Nurserymen’s Associa- 
tion. 

The panel agreed that a code of 
accepted practice should be estab-

WESTERN HEAT DAMAGE 


A northern California hot spell 
during the middle and last part of 
June set a record with a high of 
101 degrees and did untold damage 
to fruit, nut and decorative trees in 
nurseries, orchards and street and 
home plantings. The damage in the 
orchards was largely limited to this 
years crop, in that there were a 
heavy fruit drop and sun scalding 
of fruit. In the home plantings, 
many newly planted trees were not 
properly handled during the heat 
and suffered greatly. 

In the lining-out stock, in many 
cases it was not possible to keep the 
atmosphere as cool as the plants 
needed it, and there was wilting, al- 
most to a fatal point in many cases, 
even when the plants were irrigated 
day and night. At the retail level the 
permanent losses will be rathe 
small, but the plants in containers 
suffered, and all business stopped 
for about two weeks, 

Dr. Guy F. MacLeod, a former 
member of the faculties at Cornell 
University, Ithaca, N. Y., and of the 
University of California, Berkeley, 
has been quoted as saying that the 
damage done to fruit, nuts and or- 
namentals during the heat wave was 
not due to the heat, but to lack of 
irrigation. “Three years of drought,” 
he said, “has taken the moisture 
from the deep roots on which 
healthy plants depend. No amount 
of surface water can fill the void. 
A single day of heat may destroy 
plants that have no deep rootstock 
to save them.” He referred to other 
areas in the state that have hotter 
conditions, saying, “In the Coachella 
valley the temperatures average 
higher than those that have burned 
sO many grapevines in the southern 
valley, yet the grapes remain 
healthy there. The same goes fon 
trees.” A water restoration for deep 
roots is often a long and costly oper- 
ation, but there are agricultural ex- 
perts who agree in general with the 
thoughts expressed by Dr. MacLeod.

have been bonsai schools and dem- 
onstrations in nearly all parts of the 
state, particularly in the coastal 
areas. The demonstrations are called 
classes and are usually divided into 
a beginners’ series and an advanced 
series. In either case, instructions 
are given in the planting, care and 
handling of the plants. Those well 
versed in :growing and caring for 
plants find that they must unlearn 
many generally satisfactory methods 
and learn new ones that apply only 
to bonsai. One of the more popular 
instructors in bonsai is Yuji Yoshi- 
mura, a bonsai expert of Japan who 
is currently visiting in the United 
States in the interest of his art. 
Many of the bonsai specimens in this 
country are imported from Japan. 

Two pests new to California and 
known only by their scientific names, 
Clevaspis herculeans and Phenacas- 
pis cockerelli, have been found by 
agricultural inspectors in Fresno 
county. These scale insects are re- 
ported to cause much damage to 
camphor trees, mango and Osage 
orange in Florida. Camphor trees 
are widely used in California in 
street and decorative plantings, and 
the agricultural commissioner, L. D. 
McCorkindale, feels it is important 
that the scales be tracked down and 
destroyed before they become pests 
of economic importance. 

Dr. Ronald W. Stark, entomolo- 
gist at the University of California, 
Berkeley, who has addressed several 
meetings of ornamental nurserymen, 
was given an award as a “distin- 
guished teacher” at recent cere- 
monies at the university. This cita- 
tion is given to young teachers who 
have been associated with the insti- 
tution less than five years and is a 
highly regarded award. 

In order that more of its members 
might attend the meetings of the 
Western chapter, National Shade 
Tree Conference, the California As- 
sociation of Arborists canceled its 
regular meeting for June 21. Instead, 
it held a brief special meeting June 
13 to complete the action needed to

put into effect the newly revised 
constitution and bylaws. 

The state department of public 
works has awarded a $165,466 con- 
tract for freeway landscaping be- 
tween Albany and Richmond along 
U.S. Highway 40 to Watkin & Sib- 
bad, San Anselmo landscape con- 
tractors. 

The first known Japanese beetles 
in California were found on_ the 
State Capitol grounds by Dr. Mar- 
ious S. Wasbauer, an entomologist 
with the state department of agri- 
culture at Sacramento. Traps were 
set immediately, but no report on 
the number of pests caught has been 
made public. 

The San Francisco Rose Society 
discussed the “Proper Care of Roses 
During the Summer” at its recent 
meeting. Open to the public, the 
meeting was well attended, for the 
current season has been cool and 
damp, and mildew has caused a 
creat deal of damage to the foliage 
of the plants throughout the area. 

Budding of field-grown roses for 
ereenhouse and ornamental nursery 
supplies for 1962 has been well 
ahead of schedule throughout the 
state this spring, as the weather has 
been ideal for the work. The buds 
were taking hold well and a good 
crop seemed to be in prospect. The 
recent extremely hot weather in the 
bay area, which includes the exten- 
sive plantings in the Livermore re- 
gion, may change the picture. It is 
now too early to tell just what dam- 
age, if any, was done, but the grow- 
ers are largely pessimistic. 

Frank James, Decorative Plant 
Rentals, Hayward, past president of 
the California Association of Nurs- 
erymen, recently returned with Mrs. 
James and their two daughters from 
Missoula, Mont., where they attend- 
ed the commencement ceremonies 
at Montana State University. Their 
son Douglas was among those re- 
ceiving a degree. He also received 
his commission in the Marine Corps 
and left for the east coast after the 
tvent to begin serving three years of 
active duty. 

The water level in the Santa 
Clara county fruit-growing areas is 
at the lowest point it has been since 
October, 1960. Such a low level at 
this time of the year may indicate 
a real shortage is imminent, for no 
additional water is in prospect until 
the rains start next fall.

training type education.” In addition 
to the management institutes there 
is need for an in-service training 
program for supervisory-level per- 
sonnel. These should be “how to”- 
type training courses. The availabil- 
ity and costs of such courses are be- 
ing investigated. 





GARDEN CENTERS 


For the garden center committee, 
Jack F. Schneider, chairman, re- 
ported that at a meeting of the com- 
mittee in January at Chicago, one 
proposal, which later received the 
approval of the board of directors, 
was a project to develop a brochure 
of garden center layout, design and 
operation to give considerable prac- 
tical assistance to nurserymen wish- 
ing to establish a garden center. A 
working arrangement is being pur- 
sued with one of the nation’s lead- 
ing garden center designers, Ernest 
Worthheim, to assist with prepara- 
tion of much of the technical data 
to be incorporated in the publica- 
tion, 

A discussion was held relative to 
engaging a sales-training firm to 
present a sales clinic either at con- 
vention time or at some other time 
during the year. This idea is being 
investigated by the committee for 
future program planning. 


During the convention, the com- 
mittee has again joined with the Na- 
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tional Landscape Nurserymen’s As- 
sociation to provide a joint program 
of education. 

The recommendation made by the 
committee last fiscal year was fa- 
vorably acted upon by the board of 
governors. This was a recommenda- 
tion to so amend the bylaws as to 
eliminate the allowable deductions 
in determining the gross volume of 
business for paying dues. 

The committee believes that many 
of the efforts of the A. A. N. and 
its market development and _ publici- 
ty endeavors contribute as much to 
the sale of hard goods (peat moss, 
garden seeds, fertilizers) and other 
materials essential to garden living 
as the sale of nursery stock. It feels 
the members may have been sort of 
“riding free” heretofore by not pay- 
ing on hard goods. It also feels that 
with this greater contribution to the 
support of the association, it can 
reasonably expect additional assist- 
ance from time to time in helping 
to solve some of the knotty problems 
of retailing. 





MARKET DEVELOPMENT 


Reviewing work already done by 
the market development and pub- 
licity committee, Robert J. Bauge, 
chairman, reported a survey of and 
considerable correspondence with 
extension services with the primary 
objective of stimulating closer mar- 
keting and consumer-education co- 
operation between visual-aid and the 
marketing extension people and 
nurserymen. 

There are several opportunities 
here, as follows: 

1. Closer co-operation by nursery- 
men with the visual-aid and exten- 
sion marketing authorities can re- 
sult in many new educational ven- 
tures that will prove profitable for 
the industry. 

2. Much promotional material is 
available to nurserymen at the pres- 
ent time, but it is not being used to 
the extent it should be. 

3. Much more co-operation should 
be stimulated between county agents 
and home demonstration agents and 
nurserymen. 

4. Many things can be done, such 
as stimulating tele »phone services, as 
in Rhode Island, which is giving out 
garden information by this means; 
in providing gardening correspond- 
ence courses at low cost to home- 
owners, and in conducting numerous 
similar activities. 

3. By working up close co-opera- 
tion with the extension workers retail

of Tennessee Nurserymen,” avail- 
able from the Washington office. 

The committee has felt that a par- 
tial solution to the cost-price squeeze 
felt more each year by the nursery 
industry lies in the opportunity for 
increased mechanization, which will 
result in increased efficiency and a 
reduction in production costs.

about one and one-quarter inches 
long. 

Those that are grown for their 
general type of growth, other than 
the weeping willows already men- 
tioned, are S. matsudana_ tortuosa, 
with its uniquely contorted branches, 
and three dwarf willows: S. purpurea 
gracilis, densely rounded and globe 
shaped; S. tristis, only one and one- 
half feet tall, making a good cover 
on a bank of poor dry soil, and S$. 
repens, also only one and one-half 
feet tall, for moist poor soil. 

Willows with colorful twigs are 
S. alba chermesina, with bright red 
twigs (the more vigorous the more 
colorful they are); S. alba vitellina, 
with yellow twigs, and S. purpurea, 
with purplish twigs. The last-named 
is certainly not so colorful as the 
other two, but because of the dense, 
shrubby growth the plant is used 
considerably to form thickets. 

Others of value chiefly for their 
foliage are S. elaeagnos, with gray, 
feathery foliage; S. pentandra, a tree 
with excellent dark lustrous green 
leaves, and S. lanata, about four feet 
tall, one of the handsomest of the 
dwarf willows, with silvery foliage. 

Recommended Willows 


Following the name of each rec- 
ommended species or variety appear 
its natural height at maturity ex- 
pressed in feet, its hardiness zone, its 
place of origin and, in some cases, its 
common name. The hardiness zones 
are those given in the author’s book, 
“Trees for American Gardens.” 

S. alba chermisina: 75, Z 2, Eu- 
rope to central Asia, redstem willow 
—S. alba is a fairly well-branched 
tree, but this variety has younger 
branchlets colored a bright red—out- 
standing on younger plants in the 
winter. As the tree matures the over- 
all color is not so pronounced. Prac- 
tices leading to the forcing of vig- 
orous young branches result in good 
color. 

S. a. tristis: 75, Z 2, Europe, golden 
weeping willow — Often incorrectly 
listed as S. vitellina pendula, this 1s 
the weeping willow with yellow 
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branchlets. A good tree, one of the 
hardiest of its group, it is at its best 
when kept in a vigorous growing con- 
dition by pruning and fertilizing. 

S. a. vitellina: 75, Z 2, Europe, 
Yellowstem willow A tree with 
yellow young heeniiilion:. of interest 
where the variety tristis is not desired. 

5: babylonica: 30 to 50, Z 6, China, 
Babylon weeping willow—A tree at 
frst thought native to Babylon, but 
later found in China, undoubtedly 
reaching the mid-East in early times 
along the old caravan routes. This is 
the best but the least hardy of the 
weeping willows. When propagated 
from cuttings, it can easily be dis- 
tinguished in the nursery row for the 
first year or two, since it lies com- 
pletely prostrate on the ground be- 
fore forming a main leader. 

S. blanda (S. babylonica x frag- 
ilis): 40, Z 4, Wisconsin or Niobe 
weeping willow—Originating before 
1830, this is one of several hybrids, 
and it is probably less desirable 
than another plant of the same cross, 
§. elegantissima, because at maturity 
its pendulous branches are only half 
as long as those of the Thurlow 
weeping willow. Whether or not the 
term “Niobe” is a synonym is a mat- 
ter for much discussion and has been 
for the past 50 years. E. H. Wilson 
noted that there were two forms of 
§. blanda—one with yellowish twigs 
called “Niobe,” but whether or not 
this is true is questionable. All plants 
which have been sent to me as 
“Niobe” coming from many nursery 
sources turned out to be S. alba tris- 
tis. It is probably impossible at this 
point to drop the name “Niobe”; 
nevertheless I should like to suggest 
to all growers that they carefully 
examine what they have under this 
name. If they have a yellow-twigged 
weeper definitely differing from 
S. alba tristis, we should greatly ap- 
preciate receiving plants at the Ar- 
nold Arboretum for trial and careful 
study. 

S. caprea: 27, Z 4, Europe and 
northern Asia, goat willow — Some- 
times called French pussy willow, this 
is really a tree, but of little ornamen- 
tal value except for its early spring 
_ male flowers being the bet- 

r. Often forced into long shoot 
ledh by cutting to the ground 
every few years and following with 
heavy fertilizer applications. 

S. discolor: 20, Z 2, eastern North 
America, pussy willow — A_ widely 
spread native shrub, hardier than 
S. caprea and hence easier to grow 
in the north, I prefer this to S. cap- 
tea, because of size, hardiness and

and Sense for Nurserymen” and em- 
phasized the importance of lowering 
the cost of production. 

“Does it pay to change the meth- 
ods of production ?”, he asked. Could 
sales be increased through co-opera- 
tive marketing or through more ef- 
ficient marketing practices? Does 
vertical integration increase profits? 
Perfect vertical integration in the 
nursery business would combine into 
one firm the phases of production, 
design, landscape construction and 
planting. 

Dr. Richter pointed out that built- 
in services are the striking change 
in marketing today; moreover, the 
expansion of the uniform middle 


class sets the trend for the commod- 
ity to become more uniform. To cap- 
ture an important part of the busi- 
ness the nurseryman must become 
a specialist.

ruling had been obtained in a case 
where a city in Texas tried to assess 
an ad valorum tax against a nursery- 
man. It was ruled that nursery stock, 
even in the possession of a retailer, 
is a growing crop, whether in con- 
tainers or balled and burlaped, and 
not subject to an ad valorum tax. 


However, it was pointed out, the 
case still might be taken to the 
Supreme court in Texas, which 


might rule differently. 

In Connecticut, the state associa- 
tion has used the argument that if 
nurseries are assessed high real-estate 
taxes it will force the nurseryman to 
sell his land and thus create more 
unemployment. If houses are built 


on this property, more schools will 
be required, adding to the problems 
of the city fathers. 

It was suggested that a midyear 
meeting of the Nursery Association 
Secretaries be held prior to legisla- 
tive conferences staged by the 
A. A. N., which might be held every 
other year.

tacting Senators and Congressmen, 
personally when possible, on postal 
regulations and_ possible increases 
and state taxes on interstate sales, 
and the necessity of obtaining busi- 
ness at an earlier date, using advance 
mailings, to help counteract the in- 
creasing volume of business being 
done by non-nursery outlets.

LANDSCAPE GROUP MEETS 


_An informal meeting of the Na- 
tional Landscape Nurserymen’s As- 
sociation held in the Pan-American 
toom of the Hotel Statler Hilton the 
evening of July 18 attracted what 
officials of that group considered an 
unusually large attendance. 
Dominating the meeting was a full 
leport by President Gervin Pringle, 
Florida Nursery & Landscape Co., 
Leesburg, Fla., who attended the re- 
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cent round-table meeting sponsored 
by House & Home and Life maga- 
zines at San Francisco, Calif., on the 
theme of environmental planning of 
urban and suburban areas through- 
out the country. In its most limited 
sense, environmental planning has to 
do with the spatial relationship be- 
tween the house and its site and with 
ways and means to extend the living 
area beyond the walls of the house 
and out into patios and terraces, 
gardens and play spaces. The pur- 
pose of the round-table meeting 
sponsored by the magazines, accord- 
ing to Mr. Pringle, was to explore 
some of the potentialities in better 
environmental planning, and it at- 
tracted representatives from many 
areas of industry. 

It is Mr. Pringle’s contention that 
there will be a tremendous potential 
in residential landscaping within the 
next five to 10 years. Howard Quad- 
land, public relations consultant for 
the A. A. N., expressed a similar 
opinion on the potential and _pre- 
dicted that if such a program catches 
on it will double landscape sales. 

New Patterns of Land Use 


New patterns of land use for single 
and multiple dwellings are evolving 
at the present time, Mr. Pringle ex- 


plained, in both urban and suburban 
areas. Landscaping nurserymen, 
hoping to take advantage of this new 
evolution in indoor-outdoor living, 
might do well to place the emphasis 
on pride of ownership in selling and 
designing jobs for the expected cus- 
tomer potential. Mr. Pringle also 
pointed out the importance of work- 
ing in harmony and co-operation 
with influential home builders when 
and where possible, so that full ad- 
vantage can be made of the poten- 
tial. There is also untapped business 
in the relandscaping of older-type 
residences, he claimed, and landscape 
nurserymen should do a selling job 
on this potential. 

A full financial report on the as- 
sociation was given to the members 
present by Mr. Pringle, who also 
emphasized the need for a co-opera- 
tive membership drive, including try- 
ing to sign up associated and allied 
firms for membership in the associa- 
tion. A metal plaque, identifying 
membership in the group, will be 
available for the members in the near 
future. Also in process is a new bro- 
chure on the topic “What a Land- 
scape Nurseryman Really Is.” Sug- 
gestions were requested from the 
floor, and several definitions were 
given to the board of directors for 
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consideration. Final action is ex. 
pected to be taken at the associa. 
tion’s winter meeting, scheduled for 
Kansas City, Mo., in January.

cellent sources of new and improved 
business. 

Dr. True, complete with costume 
and props, made a stimulating and 
thought-provoking presentation on 
business morals and ethics wrapped 
in humor. 

Mr. Franklin discussed the im- 
plications of data gleaned from 4 
consumer panel survey his magazine 
undertook in six general areas ©! 
garden center operation. Although 
the results have not been fully 
analyzed to date, Mr. Franklin had 
enough information to discuss briefly 
the tendencies which have shown up 
in these areas: Where garden supplies 
are purchased: importance of deal- 
ers’ services, including credit, de 
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livery, demonstrations and personal 
factors; when garden supplies are 
purchased, including buying influ- 
ences and planned and impulse 
sales; why people garden, with 
health and outdoor activity heading 
the list of reasons; amount of time 
spent in gardening per month, and 
response to retail garden center ad- 
vertising. With regard to the last, it 
appears that a large percentage of 
the people in the survey want to 
receive direct mail from their deal- 
ers and that many are skeptical of 
some retail garden supply advertis- 
ing. 


Garden Center Panel 


At the start of the panel discus- 
sion, moderator Wertheim assigned 
specific questions to each panelist 
before asking for additional ques- 
tions or answers from members of 
the audience. 

On the question of putting mate- 
rial gleaned from a short course or 
convention to use, Hiram Johnson 
made the statement that he always 
tries to get as much useful infor- 
mation as possible and apply at least 
one good idea or suggestion which 
he believes has merit in his opera- 
tion. Mr. Siebenthaler stressed the 
importance of note taking and re- 
viewing information with employees 
on his return home. 

Arthur Lancaster claimed that it 
is extremely important to have a 
neat, well-stocked garden center: 
courtesy and politeness, too, are im- 
portant to prevent customer inroads 
by chains. Interest in the garden cen- 
ter must be created to win sufficient 
customer traffic, and good will can 
be improved with sincerity in deal- 
ings with customers. No gimmicks 
are used. More research into the 
problem of taking the trade in gar- 
den supplies from chain stores is 
needed. Good displays and adver- 
tising, however, are just two of many 
ways that can be used. 


Self-Service 


The pros and cons on cash-and- 
carry and self-service operation and 
whether or not charge accounts 
should be available were discussed 
by Mr. Johnson and Mr. Sicben- 
thaler. The latter pointed out that 
self-service should not be relied upon 
as a crutch in a garden center op- 
eration; it has a definite plac», but 
it is his belief that personal sell- 
Ing and servicing of customers are 
necessary. He also cautioned that 
personnel should be well trained. 
Charge accounts, he believes, are a 
necessity in the present economy. 
Mr. Johnson likes to encourage self-
